AUSTRALIA IN GRIP OF TRUST 


Nationalization of the Industry ‘s 
Sought by Party 
Mr. Watt, of Melbourne, the 


Victorian premier, will visit England 
early in February to arrange a loan 
conversion and the organization of the 
state's representation in London. 

The sugar commissions failure to 
recommend the nationalization of the 
Australian sugar industry, now com- 
pletely dominated by the Colonial 
Sugar Refining Company, has disap-

“I beg to submit the Annual Report of the Directors and the Profit and Loss and General State 
ment of the Bank covering operations for the past twelve months. 

“On an average paid-up Capital of $6,498,332, there has been earned the sum of $1,338,844.62 
Adding the balance brought forward from last yaar, there is still $1,397,722.80 to be disposed of 
This has been dealt with as follows:—Dividend of 10 per cent On the paid-up Capital, $649,094; writ- 
ten off Bank Premises, $100,000; contributed to the Officers’ Pension Fund, $50,000, and added to R-- 
serve Fund, $456,000, enabling us to carry forward $148,718.27 in the Profit and Loss Account. Your 
Directors consider this a favourable showing. 

“Our Reserve Fund this year has been further augmented by the premium on new stock ('s- 
sued at 175) amounting to $560,760, bringing it up to $6,410,760, or a fraction over 95 per cent of the 
paid-up Capital. 

“During the past year we have opened offices at the following points: viz:— 

“In Alberta: Delburne, Alberta Avenue (Edmonton), Hanna, Hughenden, Redc.iffe, and Walsh; 
in Saskatchewan: Battleford; in Ontario: Brantford, Guelph, and Walkerville; in Quebec: Centre 
Street (Montreal) and St. Jovite. 

“We have not closed any agencies. All the offices of the Bank have beea inspected during the year. 

“During the year we ba e lost two of our esteemed Directors, one by death and one by retire- 
ment,—Mr. Charles M. Hays, whose death we greatly deplored and whose loss was national, and 
later on in the year, our valued colleague, Mr. Jonathan Hodgson, resigned, cn account of advanced 
age. Mr. Hodgson has served on the Board of this Bank for over thirty-five years, and his advice 
at the Boards councils was very highly esteemed During the last ten years he was our Vic? 
President. We hope Mr. Hodgson, in retirement, may enjoy many years yet of health and happiness 

“These vacancies on the Board have been fille! by the appointment of Messrs. Andrew J. Dawes 
and F. Howard Wilson. 

“Your Directors and the General Manager have had under consideration for some time the advisa- 
bility of asking your permission to change the termination of the financial year from the 30th Novem- 
ber to the 30th April, as the genera! conditions in this country, In the Spring, ave not so congested as 
in the Autumn, when the pressure on the resources of Canadian Banks {s at its height, With this end 
in view, an amendnjent to the By-Law will be suomitted for your consideration, changing the end of 
the financial year to the 80th April, and changing the date of the Annual Meeting from the third 
Wednesday in the month of December to the third Wednesday ia the month of May. 

“The Board of Directors of the Bank has hithcrto consisted of nine members, and we have de- 
cided to ask you to increase the number to twelve, The necessary change in the By-Law will be sub- 
mitted to you for your assent. . 

“Another By-Law increasing the amount of the Directors’ remuneration to $25,000 per annum, wil 
also be submitted to you. 

“Supplementing this report, I would like to say I visited most of the Western Branches during the 
past summer, accompanied “ty the Vice-President and Mr. Long, where we acquired a great deal of 
edditional information bearing upon our business and met a great many of the customers of the 
Bank and the staff. I may say that the trip was full of instruction and we returned with a very 
much better knowledge of end acquaintance with your extensive interests in the West than we have 
had heretofore. We think we are safe in saying that the business of the Bank fs on a sound basis 
throughout the country. We were impressed with the fact that the Bank is well represented ac al! 
points, and the business fsbelng capably handle1. 

“We have much p easure in testifying to the continued excellent work of the staff in recognition 
of which, and in view of the satisfactory results of the business for the past year and the strong re- 
jresentations of the General Manager, the Board have decided to depart from the policy hitherto fol- 
lowed and have granted a bonus to the staff.

CONVICT'S DEATH PACT 
WITH MURDERED GIRLS 


Two Kiil Themselves in Prison to 
Keep Promises to their Victims 
By committing suicide recen‘iy 
in Maidstone, Londgn, prison, two 
convicts, Sidney Bunyan and Har:y 
Finch Southcliffe, have carried out 


the cofipacts they made with the 
sWeethtart whem they killed. 
Southclffe was convicted of the 


murder of a girl named Burchell, at 
Portsmouth, ard had served five years, 
the death sentence having been com- 
muted to penal servitude for life, The 
dead girl left a letter stating that he 
had killed her at her own request. 
It was also alleged that Southcliffe 
had promised he would follow’ her 
shortly, and that he had attempted to 
cut his own .hroat. 

Buiwyan had been a barman at Is- 
lington, and gave himsef up to tne 
police at Enfield, declariug he had 
murdered Lucy Smith. The girl's 
body was ‘n this case found in a field 
near Enfield Highway, and Bunyan 
said they had agreec to die together. 
He also was sentenced to death, and 
afterwards reprieved, 

How the two men came together tn 
Southe iffe s cell is still unknown, But 
the officers of the prison are able to 
offer a suggestion that probably solves 
the mystery. When the convicts re- 
turn from work they are allowed to 
proceed to ‘heir cells and are sup. 
posed to slaia the doors, the locks of 
which are self-acting. 

A little later the evening meal !s 
served, one warder going along and 
opening the ce.! doors, and a seco id 
fo lowing with the food. Usually the 
doors do not open more than a few 
inches, just enough to allow the food 
to be passed to the prisoner, who 
is then instructed to again shut the 
door, It is supposed that on the 
night of his death Bunyan made a 
dash across the corridor to the cell 
occupied by Southcliffe, slamming his 
pwn door, and thvs avoiding suspic- 
jon. 

The weapon with which both men's 
wounds were inflicted was a crude 
sort of knife manufactured by one of 
them in odd moments. Probably it 
was made by Bunyan, who was em- 
ployed in the tin working shop. 

There he had access to tools, scrap 
iron and a grindstone, And there is 
little doubt that he took the opportun- 
ity of grinding up a four or five inch 
length to an edge sharp enough to 
cut his throat], He may have told 


Southeliffe he intended to carry out. 


his promise to the girl Smith, and 
probably his fel‘ow-prisoner asked him 
for the loan of the weapon to follow 
his example. In order that the 
scheme should be carried out success- 
fully, it was imperative that the first 


order that the transfer of the weapon 
might be made. 

The men were prison friends, and 
as a result of good conduct had earn- 
ed privileges which included permis- 
sion for a weekly talk with another 
prisoner of their own choosing. Bun- 
yan and Southeliffe had in this way 
opportunity for arranging their doub'e 
suicide.

| These are the principal suggestion» 
{made by Edward White, the Britisa 
expert engaged by the Prime Ministe 
to report as tc the layout of the new 
Government buildings on Wellington 
| street. These suggestions are now 
‘under consideration by the Govern 
ment. They were prepared by Mr 
White, in consultation with Sir Aasn- 
ton Webb. 

The report says in part: 

A study of the ground plan make= 
}it clear that to use the site to the 
best advantage there must be a double 
row of buildings running east and 
west, These lines of buildings 
would naturally be separated by e# 
| boulevard, The greater width in the 
|center suggested a wide open place 
|or square. 

The permanent court and railway 
commission building should occupy 
the central position of this square 
facing the main entrance and projec* 
j jon of the cliff on the north side which 
commands a magnificent panorama. 
! dictates the form of the building o¢ 
cup)ing the same, which must obvious- 
ly be encircled by a splendid terrace 

A main entrance from Wellingtow 
street to the central place, is of cours: 
| necessary. Ainong the earliest quea- 
tions that arise, are the position of 
the building i'ne on Wellington streer 
‘and the connection with the existing 
| Parliament Buildings. 

A centrai tower is suggested in the 
center of the main place, which would 
form a feature in the many vistas that 
have been designed through the 
groups of buildings and bring annuliy 
tu the whole arrangement, The tower 
would be useful as a fireproof depos- 
itory for records and with lift access 
to the summit would provide fine 

views of the city and surrounding 
country. 

A footway is shown in the cente

“The brick industry is at present 
the most attractive,” he said. “Ed- 
monton brought brick from Minnesota 
this summer. These cost the con 


suiner, f.o.b. Edmonton $36.00 per 
thousand for faced brick. There is 
first-class brick clay in Estevan, 
Medicine Hei, Tofield, Taber and 


mauy other western places.” 

Mr. Nicholson also referred to the 
oppoMunities in the West for the 
manufacture of glass and piping of 
all kinds.’ Flour and oat mills were 
needed. A closer supply of iron manu- 
factures Was needed. At present the 
dealer has to buy in too large quan- 
tities. Openings are numerous also 
for plants where many of the smal) 
parts of machinery could be made and 
assembled with larger parts, which 
might be shipped in. Twine and rope 
factories, and jute mills were also 
needed. 

Regarding labor for factories, Mr. 
Nicholson has no fear, but would en- 
courage it by the ere’ ishing of cloth 
ing or other factories where women 
and girls are employed, If the me 
chanic or laborer could cbtain em 
ployment for his family as in the 
Eastern Canadian cities, he would as 
a rule sooner go West than remain 
in the East. 


CAPITAL IN INDUSTRIES 


Has Not Nearly Reached the Limit 
of its Productivity 


Figures showing the relative pro- 
ductivity of capital employe. in maiu 
facturing in Canada and the Unlied 
States make it very clear that 
Canadian industries are as yct only i: 
the early stages of development. In 
1900 the total capital employed in th 
United States in the manulacturing 
industry was estimated at $9,813 834, 
390. The value of the total product 
was estimated at $13.000,149, 109, tha 
is, about 32 per cent. in . rcess of 
capitalization. In the case of Cana: 
the total capital invested in the mauu 
facturing industry in 1900 was ,4/6, 
916,487, and the total value of th 
product $481,053,375, or less than 8 
per cent. in excess of capitalization 
In 1910 the total value of capita! in 
vested in the Canadian manufacturing 
industry was $1,247,583,609, and the 
value of total product $1,165,575,639, 
& total somewhat less than that of 
capitalization. This would seem to 
show that manufacturing capital pro- 
duces less in Canada than in the 
United States. As an offset to this, 
however, it must be remembered that 
the industry ic younger and less 
highly developed in Canada than in 
the United States, and that much of 
the capital that has been recently in- 
vested in it has not reached its full 
earning capacity. The figures for 
1910 in Canada are particularly in 
teresting as they show that the Do 
minion undertook even more develop- 
ment in the industrial line in the last 
ten years than in the previous years. 
There seems no doubt that Canada 
has still quite a way to go before 
most of her industries will be beyond 
the developing stage and will be 
yielding the greatest amount of pro- 
duct possible for the capita! invested, 
What, of course, improves the show- 
Ing in the States is their specialization. 
In most concerns there all their 
machinery is running all the time, 
while in Canada many factories have 
installed machinery which only needs 
to run half time to supply the demand 
in some particular articles.

“Utopias Old and 
New” 


The above was the title of an 
able lecture delivered in the Old 
Schoolhouse on Tuesday evening 
by Professor Broadus, M.A. Ph, 
D., Professor of English Lan- 
guage and Literature in the Uni- 
versity of Alberta. This lecture 
was the second of the series being 
delivered as part of the Universi- 
ty Extension Course, under the 
auspices of Strathmore Schoo! 
Board, ‘There was a large atten- 
dance, and Mr W. S. Bush pre- 
sided, 

In introduction, Professor 
Broadus stated that since the time 
of Plato various men had envol- 
ved theories of ideal forms of 
government, which thy had 
named **Utopias” or some similar 
name signifying no particular 
place. It was a natural teelirg 
that prompted authors to do this, 
for nearly everyone felt at some 
time or another, that they could 
run the system of Government 
whether it was in the municipal, 
provincial, or Federal sphere, 
much better than the persons who 
were at present doing it. There 
had beena considerable number 
of these schemes of an idcal gov- 
ernment evolved, but as time was 
short, he would only deal partic- 
ularly with those of Sir Thomas 
Moore and Mr H. G. Wells, the 
famous English novelist, socia- 
list, etc. At the time Sir Thomas 
Moore penned his ‘*Utopia” 
men’s imaginations were stirred

and printed in Latin, so that it 
would not incur the hostility of 
theruling authorities, and it was 
not till a considerable time alter- 
wards that an English edition was 
printed. 

It was a far step from Sir 
Thomas Moore to Mr H. G, 
Wells, but many of their ideas 
were similar.

The journal learns that not only cao 
a whole newspaper article be tel» 
phoned without difficulty between ths 
above-mentioned stations, which are 
some fiftesn miles apart, but wireless 
telephone messages can be clearly ua 
derstood at a distance of 250 miles, 
when the receiving apparatus harmon. 
izes with that at the station fron 
which the message is dispatched. 


This surpcising success is attribut- 
ed to the ®xcellence of the machinas 
employed by the Telefunken system, 
Most recent statistics show that theve 
are at present about 3500 wireless 


, telegraphy stations in the world, that 


one third of these are equipped with 
Marconi apparatus, one-third with the 
Telefunken and one-third with the ap- 
paratus of various systems. 

It is said here that these statistics 
are evidence of the triumphal progress 
of the German Telefunken system, and 
prove that che latter has ousted the 
Marconi system from the dominant po- 
sition it once held in the world.

WESTERN STATES 
AND FACTORIES 


industrial Development Which Is Sure 
to be Duplicated in the Cana- 
dian West 


Many Canadian writere and public 
speakers have asserted that conditions 
in Western Canadian provinces to-day 
with respect to the manufacturing in 
dustry are almost identical with those 
that prevailed in the Middle Western 
United States a generation ago and it 
{s predicted that industrial develop- 
ment in Western Canada in the next 
generation will duplicate that of the 
Western States in the last thirty 
years, Fifty years ago there was 
practically no manufacturing west of 
the Atlantic States, but today Wis 
consin, Minnesota, Indiana, Illinois and 
neighboring states are in the forefront 
in manufacturing. The following ex 
tracts from ihe United States census 
of 1910 are significant of what is in 
store for the Canadian West. 

“Milwaukee, with a population of 
878,857, is the only city in the state 
of Wisconsin having a population 
of over 60,000, but 17 cities, 
Superior, Racine, Oshkosh, La 
Crosse, Sheboygen, Madison, Green 
Bay, Kenosha, Fond ud Lac, Eau 
Claire, Appleton, Wausau, Beloit, 
Marinette, Janesville, Manitowoc and 
Ashland have a population of over 
10,000 but less than 50,000. These 
18 cities contain 32.3 per cent. of the 
total population of the state, and 
were credited with 61.8 per cent. of 
the total value of its manufactures 
in 1909. Only 10.8 per cent. of the 
population of the state in 1909 re 
sided in cities having between 2,500 
and 10,000 inhabitants. 

“While Wisconsin is largely an 
agricultural state, the advance in the 
relative importance of its manufac 
turing industries, as measurd by 
value of products, has been marked 
In 1849 it ranked nineteenth among 
the states in this respect, while in 
1909 {it occupied eighth place Dur 
ing 1249 the manufacturing industries 
of the state gave employment to an 
average of 6,059 wage earners, repre 
senting 2 per cent. of the total popu- 
lation, as against an average of 182,585 
wage earners, or 7.8 per cent. of the 
total population tn 1909. During thi 
period the gross value of products per 
capita of the total population of the 
state increased from $30 to $253. Th 
proportion which the manufactures 0 
Wisconsin represented of the total 
value of the products of manutfactur- 
ing industries in the United States 
was nine-tenths of 1 per cent, in 1849 
as against 2.9 per cent. in 1909.”
